I face a great audience of my fel- 
low-countrymen on this trip I am 
filled with a feeling of particular 
solemnity, because I believe, my 
fellow-countrymen, that we have 
have come to one of the turning 
points in the history of the world. 
And what I as an American covet 
for this great country is that on 
every great occasion when man- 
Kkind's fortunes are hung in the bal- 
ance, that America may have the 
distinction of leading the way. I 
Want to remind you, my fellow- 
countrymen, that that war was not 
an accident. That war didn’t just 
happen. There was not some sud- 
den cause which brought on the 
conflagration. on the contrary. 
Germany had been preparing for 
that war for generations. 
“G had been 


preparing 
every resource and perfecting every 
skill, developing every invention 


;Which would enable her to master 
the European world and to domi- 
mate the rest of the world. Every- 
body had been looking on. Every- 
body had known. Fer example, it 
was known in every war office in 
Europe, and in the War Depart- 
ment in Washington, that the Ger- 
man's not only had a vast supply of 
great field guns, but that they had 
ammunition enough for every one 
of those guns to exhaust the gun. 
And yet we were living in a fool's 
paradise. We thought Germany 
meant what she said that she was 
armed for defense, and that she 
never would use that great store of 
guns against her .ellow-men. Why, 
my friends, it was foreordained the 
minute Germany conceived these 
purposes, that she should do the 
thing which she did in 1914. 

“Now I have brought back from 
Europe with me, my fellow-citizens, 
a treaty in which Germany is dis- 
armed and in which all the other 
nations of the world agree never to 
go to war [applause,] That is all. 
I have done one or the other & two 
things. Either I have submitted the 
question in dispute to arbitration, 
in which case they will abide by the 
verdict, or I have submitted it to 
discussion by the League of Nations. 
They will allow six months for dis- 
cussion which will put all the facts 
before the world and not until 
three months after the expiration 
of the six will they go to war. There

WASHINGTON, Sept. §.—-Evacua- 
tion of Archangel by British forces 
has been expected here for some 
time. There is no information avail- 
able, however, as to the disposition 
of the French, Italian and even 
Serbian forces, of whom at last ac- 
counts there were a few remaining. 

All American forces are out of 
the region, and the latest develop- 
ment is taken to signify that the 
Allies have decided to let the anti- 
Bolshevik forces there go it alone,

Threatens to Have First 
Session in Europe.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—It now 
is virtually certain that the first 
meeting of the League of Nations 
will not be held in Washington in Oc- 

tober, as originally planned. 
The exact date depends upon the 
action of the United States Senate 
in regard to ratifieatior of the peace 


creates the league. Should the Senate 
ratify the treaty in time to permit 
delegates to arrive for a meeting in 
2 it probably will be held 
then, but if the discussion is much 
protracted, the meeting time is ex- 
pected to go over until the first of 
the new year, some time in Janu- 
ary, 1920. There probably could be no 


‘meeting in December because of cir- 


cumstances which might make it in- 
convenient for somo of the foreign 
delegates to come at that time. 
The first meeting of the league 
council, however, can be called any 
ume after three ef the principal 
powers have ratified the treaty. It is 
expected to be held immediately 
after such ratification. Unless the 
Senate has ratified the treaty by 
that time the Unt'ed States would 
not be represented at the meeting, 
which would be held in Pars or in 
London. Germany has ratified and 
France is expected by some observ- 
ers to ratify some time during Sep- 
tember. Italy generally ia expected to 
be the next in line, and Japan is ex- 
pected to act during the next three 
months. Great Britain has enacted 


legislation ing the treaty into 
effect, but hye not formally ratified 
it, probably’ waiting until after — 


Canadian Parliament now in 
has acted. 
LESSER RATIVICATIONS, 

The situation as to ratification by 
lesser powers and the large number 
of neutrals which signed the treaty 
is not clear in Washington. President 
Wilson recently told Senators of the 
Foreign Relations Committee that 
he had no official] information on that 
phase of the subject. 

When the counct! holds its first 
meeting—whether in London or 
Paris—the session is expected to be 
comparatively brief. Appointment of 
the Saar Valley commission and the 
appointment of a high commission 
for Danzig are expected to be the 
principal business. 

The meeting of the Assembly. 
however, which is the gathering of 
the whole league with delegates 
fro mall countries and is to be held 
in the United States at the call of 
President Wilson, is expected to 
bring representatives from practi- 
cally every nation in the world. Per- 
fecting a permanent organization 
will be the first business, for the 
Assembly undoubtedly will meet 
without a definite programme. 


MANY PROBLEMS. 


After organization has been per- 
fected, the committee probably wil! 
be named to take up such questions 
as the foundation of a permanent 
court of international justice, dis- 
armament, manufacture of muni- 
tions and kindred subjects which 
were left by the treaty itself to the 
league to work out. 

The commissions to administer 
the mandatories, as provided in the 
treaty, also probably will be named 
at this session. 

Premiers Lloyd George and Cle- 
menceau both have promised to at- 
tend the first meeting if domestic 
conditions warrant their absence 
from home. 

The French elections, 
eccur during the latter part of 
Mcetober and might prevent the 
French Fremier's attendance at that 
time. If the Premier were unable 
te came Andre Tardien of the 
French Chamber of Deputies, for- 
mer head of the French high com- 
mission in America, and who is 
persistently mentioned in French 
political gossip as a successor to 
Clemenceau, probably would repre- 
pent France.

Stern Warrior, Whose Iron Control 


Clutched Victory at Argonne, is 
Affected at Wild Tributes.

NEW YORK, Sept. 8.—America welcomed Gen. Pershing 


home today. 


Honored by foreign rulers and governments, the commander- 
in-chief of the mightiest army that ever fought its way to victory 
under the Stars and Stripes returned to his own folk to meet a 
greater honor than any foreign potentate or power could confer— 
the thanks of the world’s greatest democracy to the man who had 
planned the decisive blow in democracy’s supreme fight r 


tyranny. 


The stern-faced soldier who had ialatained his iron “self. 
control amid the shambles of the Meuse and the blood-drenched 
forest of Argonne was not proof against the tribute of praise and 


gratitude which was roared from 


hundreds of thousands of throats 


and hearts of his fellow-citizens. 

His voice trembled with emotion as he reeponied to the 
greetings extended by Secretary of War Baker in his own behalf 
and that of the President, as well as the welcoming addresses of 
representatives of the Senate and House, the State and city. 


As his car passed slowly through 4 


the cheering multitudes which jam- 
med Broadway from the Battery to 
the City Hall, Pershing attempted 
in vain to maintain his composure. 


At first hegreplied 


the stift salute which 


etiquette demands, but he was * 
carried away by the storm of ap- 
plause which swept in great guste 
about him. Rising to his feet he 
waved his cap above his head with 
an boyish gesture which told how 
deeply he was atirred, while the grim 
lines of his bronzed face broke in- 
to a smile which was as infectious 
as it was rare. 

It was a proud moment for the 
great American soldier but a prouder 
still remains.

The number of union steel work 
ers is a subject of controversy, the 
union heads placing the number at 
80 per cent. of the total and the 
employers at not more than 10 per 
cent. 

The reply of President Whlison to 
the telegram of President Gom- 
pers of the American Federation of 
Labor, asking that Mr. Wilson in- 
tercede to persuade the United 
States Steel Corporation to hear the 
union representatives probably will 
have an important bearing on to- 
morrow's conference. President 
Gompers, to whom the President 
gave the right to make public the 
reply, has declined to announce its 
contents.

Gov. Cantu, on receipt of news or! 
the insurrection, immediately dis- 
patched a special train from Mexi- 
cali over the Mexican Railway with 
100 soldiers to quell and punish the 
rebels. The mutineers escaped dur- 
ing the early morning in the gen- 
era] direction of the State of Sonora 


with thirty-six horses, and pursuit 
was in progress this afternoon. 
About thirty are believed to be in- 
volved. 

The cause of the mutiny is un- 
certain, but ft is believed that Car- 
ranza or Villa adherants have been 
quietly enlisting in the garrison and. 
the attempt was for the purpose 
of creating a revolution to over- 
throw Gov, Cantu. Reports of 
Carranza soldiers in Sonora and the 
general vicinity of  Algodones 
have been frequent for some time. 

First news of the mutiny reached 
Andrade late last evening when half 
a dozen refugees hurriedly crossed 
the border. The line was immedi- 
ately closed. Employees of the 
Imperial Irrigation District organ- 
ized and remained on guard all 
night to prevent rioters from cross- 
ing the line and damaging property 
of the irrigation company. 

REFUGEES AT BORDER, 


Later a party of Mexican em- 
ployees crossed the line and rescued 
women and children, bringing them 
as far as the Mexican side of the 
line, where they are camping. 

Strict censorship of all news 

emanting from Mexicali prevents 
details from becoming public. In 
a statement this morning, Supt. F. 
N. Cronholm, who first reported the 
news, issued a warning to Ameri- 
can aviators to remain above Ameri- 
can soll when in the vicinity of 


Andrade as he felt positive that 
they would be fired on if fiying 
above Mexican territory. 


BATTLE THROUGH THE NIGHT. 


Fragmentary glimpses of the 
battle between insurrectos and

PEOPLE’S UNION WILL 
FIGHT MOST OF LIVING. 


PURPOSE IS TO CONTROL PRO- 
DUCTION AND SAVE MIDLE- 
Max's PROFIT. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.] 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Another 
attack on the high cost of living in 
Washington is to be launched by 
the People’s Co-operative Union, a 
paper organization as yet, but one 
whose membership is growing rapid- 


Senators Capper of Kansas and 
McNary of Oregon, Representatives 
Baer and Sinclair of North Dakota, 
McArthurs of Oregon and Weaver of 
North Carolina, Edward P. Costigan 
of the U. S. Tariff Commission; Miss 
Julia Lathrop and Miss Mary An- 
derson of Chicago, the former chief 
of the National Children’s Bureau, 
and the latter director of the women 
in industrial service; Basil M. Man- 
ley, Glenn E. Plumb, author of the 
Piumb plan, and Frank Morrison of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
are among the first to pay the ad-. 
mission fee of $2 to join the union, 
which ig working for a total mem- 
bership of 1000 but will begin to 
operate long before that goal is 
reached. 
The purpose of the union, accord- 
ing to E. D. Rosenthal, its organizer, 
is that its members shall “control 
the production and distribution of 
the supplies needed to satisfy their 
wants, saving to them the enormous 
and unjustified profits extorted by 
the middle-man.“ 
As a first step and a babis for 
perfecting the organization of the 
union there are to be established 
cleaning, repairing and pressing 
centers in charge of (expert em- 
ployees. These plants,” it is ex- 
plained, “will be Owned and oper- 
ated by the union for the benefit 
of its members. Other industries 
are to follow until these centers will 
operate as supply distributing de- 
pota, providing the necessaries of 
life and meeting every demand of 
the household. Market prices will 
be charged and the profits returned 
to the members pro rata on the 
amount of each member's purchases 
irrespective of the number of shares 
he holds.” 

The management of the union wil! 
be in the hands of its members who 
will elect their officers and deter- 
mine the number of shares of Stock 
to be held. The capital is to be 
secured by the issuance of shares 
of the par value of $10, each draw- 
ing interest at ten per cent, No 
member is to be permitted te hold 
more than ten shares.

Emperor William to Imperial Chan- 
cellor Von Bethmann-Hollweg on 
July 28, 1914. The letter follows: 
“Neves Paiais, July 28, 1914, 
10 A. M 
Your Excellency: 
After reading the Serbian answer 
which I received thie morning I am 
convinced that on the whole the 
Wish of the Danube monarchy is 
complied with. The one or two 
reservations which Serbia makes on 
certain points can, in my opinion, 
be cleared up by negotiations. But 
capitulation is announced in the 
answer; urbi et urbi, and thus every 


reason for war disappears. 


“At the same time only a limited 
value is to be placed upon this 
piece of paper and its contents 60 
long as it is not translated into 
actual fact; the Serbs are Orientals 
and as such are untruthful, false 
and masters of evasion. In order 
that these fine promises may be- 
come fact, a douce violence must 
be exercised. This would have to 
be done in such a fashion as to 

Becure for Austria a pledge 
(Belgrade) for enforcing the ful- 
fillment of the promises. This is 
further necessary in order to give 
to the army, meobliged three times 
for nothing, an outward satisfaction 
a’honneur and to insure the appear- 
ance of a success in the eyes of 
other countries and the conscious- 
ness in itself of at least having 
stood on foreign soll. 

“Without this the fact of a cam- 
paign comin to nothing might 
create a feeling unfavorable to the 
dynasty which would be most ser- 
fous. In the event of your ex- 
celleney sharing my views, I would 
propose to say this to Austria: The 
withdrawai of Serbia has been en- 
forced and we congratulate you 
thereon. Naturally the eccasion for 
war no longer exists, but a guaran- 
tee that the promises would be ful- 
Glied is certainly necessary. That 
would of cours be possible through 
the temporary military occupation 
of a part of Serbia, in the same way 
as we left troops in France in 1871 
until the milliards were molt 

“On this basis I am prepared to 
negotiate for peace in Austria. Pro- 
posals in a contrary sense or pro- 
tests of other states I would reject 
absolutely, more especially as all are 
appealing to me, more or leas openly 
to help to maintain peace. I wil’ 
do this in my own way and with as 
much care for the national feeling 
of Austria and the military of her 
army as is possible. For already 
an appeal to the latter has beer 
made by the supreme war iord and 


call. Hence it is absolutely neces- 
sary that the army should have e 
Visible satisfaction d'honneur; that 
is the preliminary condition of my 
mediation. Will Your Excellency, 
therefore, kindly submit a proposai 
in the sense indicated, to be passed 
to Vienna? I have had a letter to 
the above written by Plessen to 
the Chief of the General Statt. in 
which my views are fully exp 
“WILHEI.M I. R.“ 
Plessen's letter was as follows’ 


Pottsdam, July 28, 1914. 
His Majesty, the Emperor and 
King. desires me to inform Your 


Exeellency that the Serbian answer 
to the Austrian ultimatum is now to 
hand. Having taken cognizance of 
the same, His Majesty considers that 
the Serbians have, in substance, con- 
ceded all the demands made of 
them, and that consequently Austria- 
Hungary has no further cause for 
deciaring war. As Str Bdward 
Grey is of the same opinion he has 
asked us to intervene. We can not 
do otherw than respond to this 
request by forwarding it without 
amplification unless we wish to lay 
ourselves open to the cusation of 
promoting war. But, at all events, 
Austria-Tiungary wowld have to 
require the pledge fauht pfaud“ 
as security that the promises made 
by the Serbians will be kept. 
“PL_LESSEN.” 
Under the Serbian note itself the 
Emperor wrote the following re- 


mark: 

“A brilliant performance for a 
period of 48 hours. That is more 
than could have been expected. A 
great moral success for Vienna. 
With it all reason for war ceases 
to exist and Gies (the Austrian 
Minister in Belgrade) might have 
remained quietly in Belgrade, In 
view of this I should never hare 
ordered mobilization.” :

each one with a quota of 
three of his “buddies” to enroll in 
his local post in the week of the 
campaign. The slogan of the drive 
win be “Let's Stick Together.” It 
will be posted in large and small 
communities throughout the coun- 


uy. 
STATES GIVEN QUOTAS. 

The membership quota for each 
State has been worked out on the 
basis of the number of men who 
served in the army, navy or marine 
corps: during the war from that 
State. Many States have almost 
reached their assigned quotas al- 
ready and the drive in those States 
will be to double their present en- 
roliment. One of the chief incen- 
tives of the campaign will be the 
fact that each State’s voting strength 
at the national convention in Min- 
neapol's on November 10, 11 and 
12. will be based on its membership 
prior to October 10, thirty days be- 
fore the convention assembles. 

The campaign for 1,000,000 mem- 
bers wil be conducted on intensive 
lines. Counties and posts will be 
assigned their individual quotas. 
Teams will be formed in each post 
and cities, towns and country dis 
trictsa divided into workable subdi- 
visions so that an opportunity will 
be available for a personal appeal 
to every ex-service man. Noonday 
and evening meetings will be held 
and speakers sent to theaters, mo- 
tion-pieture houses, agricultural fairs 
and industrial districts to present 
the legion to the veterans.

GEN. HARBORD WAN 
THE MANDATE 


AMERICA SHOULD Do ITs DUTY 
TO CIVILIZATION — CITES 
_ RULE IN PHILIPPINES. 


BY HENRY WALES. 
[BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 

PARIS, Sept. 8.—Maj.-Gen. James 
G. Harbord, who has left Con- 
stantinople for Armenia on board 
the United States naval transport 
DeKalb, firmly believes in the prin- 
ciple of the United States accepting 
mandates. 


“After the Spanish-American War 
I believed America assumed a posi- 
tion of one of the great world 
powers,” the general said recently. 
“And as a world power I welcomed 
our occupation of the Philippines. I 
never heard of mandates until this 
Peace Conference, and I would not 
pretend to express an opinion re- 
garding an American mandate in 
Turkey—either Constantinople or 
Armenia—until I have been over the 
ground. I will proceed to the east- 
ern end of the Black Sea to Batoum, 
where the British are guarding the 
trans-Caucasus Railway. 

“From Batoum I will return along 
the south coast of the Black Sea 
to Trebizona and there will leave 
the DeKalb and go overland to Er- 
zerum, which is headquarters for the 
Turkish army concentrated between 
there and Lake Van. I expect to see 
the Turkish commander-in-chief and 
talk the situation over. Then 
will return to Trebizond, proceed 
along the Black Sea and 80 to 
Smyrna and Cilicia. The trip should 
require a month. I expect to be back 
and to present my report at the end 
of October.” 

Gen. Harbord agreed that the

not holding mandates. 

“There are a lot of worse things 
that either individuals or nations can 
do than fight.“ said Gen. Harbord. 
“There are times when sacrificing 
one’s honor, self-respect and rights 
are less preferable than fighting.”

“It behoovea’ all good American 
citizens to strive to inculcate in our 
people and in the minds of the ris- 
ing generation an understanding and 
respect and reverence for our 
country’s Constitution in order that 
the principles of right and freedom 
embodied therein may be main- 
tained and safeguarded in the in- 
terest of orderly and just govern- 
ment. 

“A spirit of irres le assault 
on our institutions prevaile to a 


considerable extent in our land. The 


arts of clever propaganda 
seem formidable against and our 
courts and our constituticnas This 
advocacy of lawlessness and ruin 
ean not endure. The sound citizen- 
ship of our country will manifest it- 
self and the vicious agitation must 
soon disappear. 

“It is the duty of all loyal Amer- 
ieans to denounce the promotion of 
anarchistic doctrine and to assert 
themselves in support of the laws 
that guarantee peaceful pursuit and 
safety of the people and their lib- 
erties.

current redemption agency. 

The agency is so far in arrears, 
Mr. Burke said, that $80,000 of the 
treasury’s general fund has been ad- 
vanced in payment of national bank 
and Federal reserve currency in 
process of redemption. Withdrawal 
pf this sum for meeting current 
expenses, he explained, is the equiva- 
lent of losing interest at the rate of 
4 5 r cent., or $9800 a day, but 
the net loss reduced approximate- 
ly $4300 daily because of the 2 per 
cent. interest the government re- 
ceives on deposits in deposit - 
taries. 

Increase in the agency's personnel, 
he said, would not increase govern- 
ment expenses, because the banks 
would refund the cost of redemption. 

Forty or fifty million dollars is now 
in process of redemption, Mr. Burke 
said.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—Further 
decline of the spring wheat crop re- 


duced the prospective production 17,- 


000,000 bushels during August, but 
corn had a good month, and shows 
a prospective output 70,000,000 
bushels larger than indicated last 
month, according to the govern- 
ment's September crop report, issued 
today. 

There were reductions in the fore- 


casts of oats, white potatoes, tobaccos 


and hay, but an increase in buck- 
wheat and sugar beets. 

The condition of the corn crop was 
described as irregular, ranging from 
extremely good to extremely bad, but 
for the country as a whole a fair- 
sized crop of good quality is in 
prospect totaling 2,258,000,000. 

CAUSES OF LOSS. 


The loss in the spring wheat crop 
was caused by blight, rust, scab and 
grasshoppers. The total crop of 
spring and winter wheat now is 
placed at $23,000,000 bushels, which 

more than 300,000,000 bushels 
below the crop as forecast from 
conditions prevailing in June. 

Forecasts of crop production of 
the entire country’s important crops, 
based on conditions existing Septem- 
ber 1, were announced today by the 
ee of Agriculture as fol- 
ows:

Company's Reply to Car Men 
! Who Struck is Final. 


No Agreement Reached; Case 
is Considered Closed. 


Emplqyers Take Ground that 
no Strike Now Exists. 


The refusal of the Los Angeles 
Railway to agree to terms outlined 
by former employees who went on 
strike three weeks ago resulted yes- 
terday in a discontinuance of the 
deliberations of Mayor Snyder's 
mediation commission. 

After meeting and receiving com- 
munications from officiais and for- 
mer employees of the company, the 
commission adjourned, subject to call 
from the Mayor. Dr. Byron Wilson, 
a prominent member of the com- 
mission, stated the strikers and the 
company had failed to agree, and 
that the commissiog would not re- 
open the case unless called upon to 
do so by the Mayor. 

The strikers asked that the com- 
pan take them back in a body, 
without prejudice, and that their 
seniority be restored to them. To do 
this, company officials declare, they 
would have to dismiss hundreds of. 
men who entered its employ dur- 
ing the strike, and would have to 
offend loyal employees who have 
many years of seniority, by putting 
strikers back to work on the same 
footing with these men. 

The company's reason for refus- 
ing to mediate is that there is 15 
strike, and consequently no necessity 
for mediation. General Manager 
Kuhrts stated yesterday that the 
company has about as Many men as 
it can use, and that it will take 
back former employees only as new 
men, without sentority, and then 
only in cases where the applicants 
are considered first-class trainmen 
and dependabie employees. 7 

The Los Angeles Rallway is now 
running midnight service on all city 
lines excepting South Main and West 
Eighth, East Jefferson and Thirty- 
eighth, LaSalle and Mateo, Cum- 
mings and Indiana streets.

Meat Man Tells the Mayor’s Committee 
| People Ask Best Cuts. 8 


Declaring that demands of the, 


people for the better cuts of meat 
are partially responsible for the pre- 
vailing high prices, and that fresh 
meat is selling at a lower price in 
Los Angeles than in any other city 
in the country, Frank Hauser, as- 
Sistant secretary of the Hauser 
Packing Company, was the first and 
only witness to testify yesterday be- 
fore the fair price committee re- 
cently appointed by Mayor Snyder. 

Meat was the only product con- 
sidered yesterday, and the committee 
will probably devote the remainder 
of the week to this phase of the 
investigation. Sugar and hides are 
slated for an inquiry later. 

At yesterday’s hearing representa- 
tives of Armour and Company and 
the Cudahy Packing Company were 
called, but were not present. Mr. 
Hauser expressed his desire to co- 
operate in every way possible with 
the committee in its efforts to lower 
the living cost, and said he would 
gladly lay before the members any 
information desired.

from the Armour company arrived 
— will be heard tomorrow, it was 
said. 


“REASONABLE PROFIT.” 


“I do not believe there is any 
profiteerigg to speak of here,” said 
Mr. Hauser before the committee. 
“Both the packers and the retall- 
ers are in the same boat. We must 
all protect ourselves with a reason- 
able profit. If a packer or retailer 
finds he is loaded with a particular 
cut of meat, he lowers his price to 
get rid of it. Likewise, if the mar- 
ket is short, he must raise his price 
to make up for the money lost on 
the other cuts.” 

The local organization of the meat 
business was explained at some 
length by Mr. Hauser. He stated the 
cattle are bought in California 
Idaho, Montana, Arizona and New 
Mexico. Eleven cents a pound on 
the hoof is the price paid, he said. 
The dressed beef is sold for 15 cents, 
allowing 4 cents to cover shrinkage. 
handiing and all overhead expense. 
This is the average price for the 
whole steer, and does not apply to 
any particular cut. He said that if

The programme of the Women's 
City Club at Walker Auditorium 
yesterday afternoon provided the 
club with the largest box office re- 
ceipts in many months, and at the 
same time furnished the guests and 
members with an enlivening two 
hours. The late Los Angeles Rail- 
way strike was the topic of discus- 


sion, and the speakers were George 
Baker Anderson, who substituted 
for George J. Kuhrts, genera] man- 
ager of the corporation, and Jean 
Brown, representing the striking 
platform men. After the speeches 
were concluded, members were al- 
lowed to hold open discussion, 
which, because of the timeliness of 
the subject, was continued until 3 
p.m. 

Mr. Anderson was valiant on be- 
half of the corporation which he 
represents, and vigorous in his con- 
viction, but he scarcely restrained 
a tinge of nervousness in his man- 
ner when it became evident that a 
good portion of the house was peo- 
pled by strikers, and that questions 
were to be fired at the speaker from 
all angles and at a rapid speed. The 
attitude of the club members was 
well-tempered. Applause was about 
equal for both sides, and Mrs. Her- 
man Darling, president of the club, 
quieted what threatened at times to 
become a stormy meeting into a 
serene conclusion. 

Mr. Anderson told the history of 
the strike, and read as much of the 
cerrespondence, as time would al- 
low, between the Amalgamated As- 
sociation and the company, and al- 
so letters from the mediation board. 
He spoke of the five causes which 
were advanced by the strikers, and 
handled his topic with an assured 
dignity and restraint. He spoke of 
the railway company as being on 
the verge of bankruptcy, and upon 
being asked if he would advise sell- 
ing out to the city, he announced 


such a move, provided it could be 
made advantageously. “I should 
say.“ he said, “gentlemen, take it 
off my hands, and welcome.” 

Jean Rrown addressed the club 
with a bit of blank verse in which 
he extolled the virtues of women. 
He spoke of the good character of 
the platform men on strike, and gave 
the scale of wages which they have 
been receiving, going into detail as 
to the hour“ wasted waiting for 
work and consumed in going and 
coming from the barns. However, 
he stated that wages were not the 
most important issue. Collective 
bargaining was the main point and 
shorter hours. and he insisted that 
there is discrimination against the 
labor union man working for the 
company. He quoted various prom- 
inent names, and spoke sympathe- 
tically of two or three officials, “but 
the time wil! come,” he said, “when 
these men will know that We are 
working for their best good.“ 

Open discussion brought out ques- 
tions as to the best means to end 
the disturbance, but the majority of 
the questions ended in a deadlock 
Both speakers 
made answers, but neither felt as- 
sured of the other's facts. 0

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O NOTABLE FIGHTERS. 

Within the past few weeke 
Empire has lost two notable fighters, Gen. 
Louis Botha and Admiral Lord Charles 
Beresford. Both made their greatest repu- 
tation in Africa. Botha succeeded Joubert 
as commandant-general of the Boer army 
during the Boer war and he led the British 
South African forces against the Germans 
in South Africa during the world war. 
Beresford was too old to fight during the 
recent war, but he achieved fame during 
the bombardment of Alexandria nearly forty 
years ago and in other engagements in 
North Africa. He was a grand old sea dog, 
just as Botha was a born soldier, and the 
British Empire is the poorer by their death, 
but the richer for their lives. 

Botha's career in particular is one that 
commands the highest admiration. Al- 


though he opposed the Boer war, foreseeing 


how it must end, he took up his rifle as 
soon as hostilities commenced and quickly 
proved himself to be the best military com- 
mander the Boers possessed. When, fol- 
lowing peace, the Transvaal was granted 
self-government by the British, Botha was 
naturally called upon to form a government 
and later, when the Union of South Africa 
was proclaimed, he was its first Prime Min- 
ister. On behalf of that union he, with 
Gen. Smuts, signed the peace treaty with 
Germany and he is the first to die of the 
group of world statesmen whose signatures 
appear on that historic document. 

Modern trench warfare owed much to 
Gen. Botha. His system of communicating 
trenches so impressed the Germans that 
after the Boer war they sent a commission 
of officers to report upon it and from his 
small beginning they worked out the elabo- 
rate trenches which played so great a part 


in the war just closed. 


GOLDEN RULE IN BUSINESS. 

Los Angeles must not only be the city 
of industrial freedom, but the home of 
equal opportunity, or cordial co-operation 
and just compensation. These might well 
form the four walls of the temple of Com- 
munity Interest, through the windows of 
which the sun of prosperity would shine 
with perennial splendor. 

The Golden Rule in business! 

Idealists have spun fine phrases about it. 
It has been offered with a mellow and 
balmy urge, as of a Sir Galahad bearing 
lilies, but a practical world has received 
the thought with impatient tolerance. | 

But why not? 

Now is the time and here is the place 
to apply the Golden Rule to the affairs of 
the workaday world and to do it with cheer- 
ful and willing hearts. 

It has on occasion been declared in these 
columns that men are working under more 
desirable“ conditions in Los Angeles today 
than in possibly any other community in 
the world. We have said and repeat that 
these“tOaditions must be made still more 
desirable. The interests which furnish em- 
ployment to considerable numbers must 


furnish conditions and advantages which a 


sordid union would never think of asking. 
That organization goes but little further 


‘than demanding recognition of itself and 


more pay for its members that they may be 
able to keep its own parasites in ease. It 
reverses the Golden Rule. It has no aspira- 
tions for the good of humanity. It is the 
last word in selfishness and would pull 
down or destroy all that is not a part of it. 

It is the mission of Los Angeles to prove 
this hollowness to the world and a just and 


Practical way is to present a great com- 


munity of contented men and women who 
reached content through their abandonment 
of the union and its misguided methods. 


Every emplover should recognize initia- 
tive and fidelity on the part of those asso- 
ciated with him. These are qualities that 
have no place in the union gospel and yet 
are to be desired above all else. To a 
great extent the unions gained authority 
under false pretenses. Im their early days 


they claimed to be advancing the standard 


of labor. In each trade a certain appren- 
ticeship, experience and capacity were re- 
quired. When a workman came into a shop 
and announced that he had a union card 
the superintendent was apt to extend a wel- 
come in recognition of a skilled artisan. 
Now when he breezes in with his union 
credentials he is likely to be considered 
as a troublemaker and incompetent and 
the foreman shows a chilly frontier. The 
union man has to fight for all he gets be- 
cause he started out with a chip on his 
shoulder. He is looking for trouble and if 
it isn’t there he makes it himself. In its 
desire to spread and gain power through 
numbers—and glory and ease for its lead- 
ers—the union has lowered the standard of 
workmanship. The skilled worker must 
pull himself.down to the deadly level of the 
sliggard. All men are reduced to a dull 
and dingy average. A “loyal” union man 
may do so much and no more. The initia- 
tive, the ambition of the individual are 
stified in the cradle. The natural impulse 
of man to create and excel is repressed. 
The only vent for leadership is in the quest 
for the higher places in the union itself. 


It is for Los Angeles to convincingly 
demonstrate these and other fatal frailties 
of a blood-sucking system. The employers 
should not only consider the workers col- 
lectively, but individually. They should be 
quick to recognize and reward ambition, 
zeal and initiative. Those to whom great 
skill is denied may be fajthful and reliable 
and these qualities should also find sub- 
stantial approval. There is something of 
good in every man, and the employer who 
is wise and just will find the time or means 
to seek out and develop that good. 


A great deal of the strength of the union / 


srises from the innate desire of man to 
join something. The youth who formed 
his pirate crew at the age of 6 may be the 
walking delegate of the Aviators’ Union at 
36. Normal man wishes to be associated 
with his fellows and when he can't join 
anything else he will take to the LW. W. 
Therefore employees might well form clubs 
within their own shops-—organizations for 
social and mutual advantage in which trade 
problems and working conditions could be 
frankly discussed with the employers par- 
ticipating from time to time. The little 
local difficulties and questions which arise 
can be considered and adjusted much bet- 
ter through an association of this character 
than through a union which possesses nei- 
ther heart, soul nor conscience. Where the 
industry is of the nature to permit it co- 
operation of employer end employed should 
be of the most intimate arrangement possi- 
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bie. It is up to the employer to produce the 
profit and when this passes a figure which 
fully reimburses the investment the wise 
and just capitalist might of his own volition 
find a reasonable plan by which his associ- 
ates may be permitted to share in the gen- 
eral prosperity. This is in accordance with 
the spirit of the Big Brotherhood—not the 
brotherhood of the trade federation which 
exercises the rasping methods of the high- 
Wayman and would plunder the world for 
its own advantage, but the brotherhood of 
Greater Humanity which encourages every 
man to be master of his own life and con- 
science and which aids and stimulates the 
honest ambitions of the individual. 

It may be said that an industry having 
five or ten thousand employees cannot con- 
cern itself with individuals; that there is 
no room for humanitarian ideas—that al- 
truism has no place in big business. This 
is a repellant and unworthy thought. Ir’ 
every great organization the machinery and 
system can be provided which could con- 
sider the individual down to the minute 
details of his life—could take his daily 
pulse and temperature if necessary. But 
the point is that there must be an enlarge- 
ment of the spirit of co-operation and this 
begins with a better mutual understanding 
between the employer and employed. They 
are not so much master and man as com- 
rades and companions on a great adven- 
ture. The community of interest should 
be recognized. There is no objection what- 
ever to collective bargaining, but it must 
be between those who are concerned and 
not the option of ‘a stranger. The shop- 
room is the proper unit fof agreement and 
action. The employer must show that he 
has no hoofs and horns and is neither harsh 
nor grasping. The employee must show a 
willingness to co-operate. He must be in- 
terested in his own handiwork. He should 
be more loyal to his job than he possivly 
could be to any union. This loyalty should 
be understood and substantially appreciat- 
ed. There might be decorations for the 
army of industry no less gioricus than 


those won on the bloody field of Mars. 


There are numbers of industries and bust- 
nesses whose reputation for wage-paying 
are not of the best. Many of these are in 
lines where no attempt at the organization 
of the employees was ever made. Ordi- 
narily the wages paid might be of no ma- 
terial concern to the community, but in a 
time when costs of living are mounting 
high and a wave of discontent is breaking 
over the shores every industry, firm and 
business, ranging frum the Viggest factory 
and bank down to the smallest store or of- 
fice, should strain to the uttermost to ease 


| the burdens of all those identified with it 


in a service capacity. The unions should 
be able to guarantee nothing that has not 
already been cheerfully bestowed. 

The business and industrial interests of 
the city should promptly get together and 
engage in a little cross-examination to see 
if perchance they haven't forgotten some- 
thing—something that belongs to the em- 
ployee or would at least bring to him a 
larger degree of content. The \pay enve- 
lope is the thing that counts, but isn’t all. 
General working conditions in Los Angeles 
must set the world’s standard for excel- 
lence, and it must be shown that not 
through a labor union, but in spite of 
it, comes real prosperity and content to 
the honest and ambitious artisan. Let it 
be understood that in every aisle and ave- 
nue of adventure initiative, energy. loy- 
alty, fidelity will be recognized and 
rewarded. This should be the com- 
munity of co-operation and content — 
forever free from the dominance of alien 
organizations. It should be a city of well- 
paid, home-owning workers, whose love and 
respect for the employer are amply returned 
and who pay no tribute to the leeches who 
prey upon labor fm the garb of the walking 
delegate. : 

The open shop should be presented as the 
gateway to the Promised Land. 

Let every employer ask himself if he is 
doing his uttermost to make Los Angeles 
the city of freedom, of opportunity and con- 


| tent. It must mot be the Mecca of the in- 


| 
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cendiary, the sluggard, the agitator or the 
ne’er-do-well, but it must be ever willing 


to reward industry, initiative and capacity. | 


How about it?

Of 
course bond issues. by State and nation 
would take care of the trifling financial 
details connected with the transfer and the 
Federal and State governments could op- 
erate in cahoots. By carrying out this 
principle to its natural extent the counties | 
would own certain stub lines and the cities 
the railroad yards and local systems. Each 
ward might hold its own trackage and final- 
ly the individual might control so much of 
the road as abutted on his property. If 
he could match up with the man next to 
him they could operate, otherwise he might 
fence in his part of the system and use 
it for a clothes line. 

At any rate, we would be having gov- 
ernment ownership and public operation 
down to its ultimate degree—and that is 
what numbers of people seem to be urging 
at this time. 


It is an experimént which would only 
cost forty or fifty billion dollars—mostly 
in bonds—and this is a trifling matter in

Financing is ee simple when 
a people can issue bonds to an indefinite 
amount. Why not make the securities non- 
interest-bearing? ‘Then there would be no 
need to bother about the little detail of 
paying interest on official obligations.

No one has yet blamed the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury for the high 
cost of living. All the same, both he 
and the Rev. Charles E. Selecman 
of Los Angeles have their full share 
of responsibility.

But now, now ther 
find themselves pariahs among men 
who, to borrow another tender cler- 
ical phrase, “had been picking flow- 
ers on the brink of hell.” When he 
said it he was alluding to not get- 
ting married. But it takes a mar- 
riage to properly comprehend the 
phrase—when house-hunting. 

The owner of a very dilapidated, 
run-down domicile may, at a pinch, 
consent to retit the old ruin “as is” 
at twice its value to a couple who 
had the discrimination to halt at 
two offsprings, providing they will 
accept responsibility for all neces- 
sary repairs. Or any altruistic real 
estate agent in town will u them 
a new bungalow on extremely un- 
easy terms and top price as a very 
special mark of favor, although they 
must quite understand that the chil- 
dren necessitate a slightly stiffer 
clause in the contract. But as for 


being joyfully welcomed as tenants 
in any respectable habitation—well, 
it just isn’t being done, that's all. 
Poor things. They may have made 
their bed; but where the dickens are 
they going to be allowed to lie on it? 

And sthen they remember that 
birth control is still illegal in these 
free and glorious United States and 
frowned upon by a peculiarly un- 
reasonable church. 

How well the archbishop and Dr. 
Selecman have been obeyed in thig 
fair city is evident in the embarrass- 
ment of our overcrowded schools. 
Seventy-five thousand children of 
school age and ten thousand babies

Reports from a hundred dove- 
hunters’ strongholds were gathered 
yesterday by the Fish and Game 
Commission incid 1 to its work 


of serving the nged sportsmen 
who support its work and they 
agree quite generally that although 
the birds showed plainly the effect 
of the awful mauling of the first 
week, a good shot could still harvest 
his lawful quota of fifteen without 
much trouble in most of the places 
that gave really good sport at the 
opening. There were some excep- 
tions of course; quite a few good 
feeding-grounds and “flights” were 
isimply “burned out” the opening 
day, and the birds either killed off 
or driven elsewhere. On the whole, 
the season has thus far gone a good 
ways toward disproving the idea of 
those who opposed the deferring of 
shooting until September on the 
| ground that it meant “one good 
shoot, and no fun afterward.” 
BIRDS SMALL BUT FAT. 
The great preponderance of small 
birds in the bags bespeake the ac- 
curacy of the ante-season reports 
issued by the Fish & Game Comis- 
sion, after its deputies had looked 
over the breeding-conditions. AI- 
though doves have but two or three 
young at a setting, they win in 
‘favorable rear several 
broods, much as domestic pigeons, 
their relatives, do. This is a fam- 
ily trait of the Columbidae, which, 
despite the heavy demands they 
make upon their nests, build about 
as ramshackle an apology for nests 
as any birds which undertake to 
erect their own domiciles at all. The 
young birds very generally show the 
gray, or atone-colored fat of their 
typical and favorite food, the “dove- 
weed” or “turkey-mullein,” which 
in the opinion of real game-experts, 
gastronomically. speaking, is the 
food that produc the best, and 
only typical “dove-flavor” so greatly 
lappreciated in stews, pies, broils, 
roasts, or the multitudinous other 
methods to which the dove so read- 
ily lends itself in preparation at the 
hands of a versatile and clever cook. 
Those who have never branched out 
beyond the stereotyped methods and 
experimented with the Spanish 
„molis“ or similar culinary master- 
pieces wherein chili, and the Span- 
ish Spices are so deliciously blended, 
have, indeed, something further to 
learn about the foundations of dove 
popumrity. Whether the birds are 
fattended upon their favorite diet, 
or on wheat, or the manifold other 
wild and cultivated, that en- 
ter into their diet, the important 
question is their fatness, as it makes 
all the difference between a simply 
good dish, and a delicious repast to 
partake of which should ac- 
cepted enthusiastically by anyone as 
an honor and a pleasure.

“VICTIMS” DRAWS 
LARGE AUDIENCE. 


Stage premieres are not exactly a 
new adventure in theatrical Los An- 
geles. In fact, Manager Morosco has 
made them something of a house- 
hold word in his local temple of 
histrionism at sundry and various 
times. Other local houses occasional- 
ly essay the similar feat of present- 
ing a mew play, so that it has come 
to be a familiar and favorite pastime. 

In view Of the fact that it was 
a distinctly new venture the first 
offering of The Victims,” the joint 
work of David B. Gally and Marie 
Lambert, who also played leading 
roles last night at the Mason, at- 
tracted a select audience, and a por- 
tion of that glamour which naturally 
appears with the advent and presen- 
tation of floral tributes to. the 
players. 

The production was prepared for 
its first public hearing in the city, 
and the members of the cast were 
drawn chiefly from local social and 
motion picture circles. The premiere 
met with that appreciation on the 
part of the audience which is evi- 
dence of the esteem belonging to an 
effort originating within the limits of 
known territorial boun 

While its foundatio was laid 
largely in the West, the action of 
“The Victims“ conversely transpires 
in the East, principally the under- 
world and overworld of Chicago. 
The victims are programmed as 
those of passion, self, age, plot, 
graft, environment and  circum- 
stances. It is with the fate ef the 
two last mentioned that the sympa- 
thies of the audience are . 
enlisted. 

There is no doubt that the co- 
authors of the play have endeavored 
to start from a certain thesis and 
reach an inevitable result. This 
much is demanded in serious drama, 
but it is also demanded that this 
shall be done either in a novel or 
entertaining manner. There is a 
certain quality of novelty in some 
of the scenes of “The Victims” and 
a certain degree of entertainment in 
others. The chief thing that is 
lacking is illumination. 

During the entire play, you feel 
like a Diogenes going around in 
search of an honest man. Neither 
the entire world are crooks nor are 
they all good men. It is the happy 
intermingling of the two that gives 
poise to life and to a drama. “The 
Victims” is heavy in its confidence 
N plot, the chief dramatic en- 
tity, in which the thieves lack the 
saving grace of the thieves’ humor. 

There are the seeds of a rattling 
good crook melodrama in “The Vic- 
tims,” but the atmosphere is too 
dark and dank for these to sprout. 
The temple is not maintained even- 
ly in either action or dialogue. 
Some of the situations and stage 
arrangements, however, have excél- 
lent possibilities. The second act, 
in particular, creates a very favor- 
able impression because the sombre 
tone is lifted, and there are occa- 
sional flashes of good will and 
laughter. 

It is very difficult to tell the 
capacity of the various members of 
the cast, as the performance lacked 
smoothness in both stage direction 
and knowledge of roles. Mr. Gally 
shows a tendency to over-act the 


melodramatic portions of the lead. 
Hooper Toler did a good bit ag the 
dope. Marie Lambert made the 
slight role of the girl tangible. Fred 
Pierce, Augusta Reed and Lambert 
Gally deserve credit.

The date of D. W. Griffith's de- 
parture for New York is fast draw- 
ing near. In point of fact it is likely 
the world’s greatest picture director 
may leave at any day now, to com- 
mence work on the production of the 


several big features which he is to 
make in the East. 

Already the big studio which Mr. 
Griffith has secured near New 
Rochelle is in readiness to be utflized 
by the Griffith forces, and some of 
the Griffith players have already 
gone to New York. Richard Bar- 
thelmas has been in the East for 
several weeks, visiting relatives, and 
other players are to leave soon. 

This, however, does not mean that 
Mr. Griffith will make no more pic- 
tures in the West. 

,Whether Mr. Griffith will proceed 
on to Europe this winter is a mat- 
ter which the master producer him- 
self has not yet decided on, and may 
not until very late this fall, but that 
he has been planning to do so he 
does not deny. In fact, it is likely 
the master work of his career to 
date will be done abroad during the 
coming year. 

Among the players who are likely 
to leave in the next few weeks are 
Robert Harron, Lillian Gish, Clarine 
Carol Dempster, and 
others. It is understood that the 
whole studio will be moved East by 
the first of October. 

The reason tor Mr. Griffith’s de- 
parture is quite as much a business 
as a professional one. In fact, while 
he has repeatedly voiced the belief 
that the West is the best place in 
which to make pictures, from a 
photographic standpoint, yet big 
business interests have long been 
calling him to New York.

Revenue Commissioner 
Roper yesterday advised Collector 
Carter that if the war-time prohibi- 
tion law should be suspended, there 
would be no warrant in the present 
internal revenue law for the manu- 
facturers of regular wine to dispose 
of the same subsequently.

Preliminary reports indicate that 
the Hawalian and Cuban crops are 
in good condition and will be at 
least normal, so that by the first of 
the year we will again be in posses- 
sion of a reasonably adequate sup- 
Ply of cane sugar, but there will be 
no surplus for at least three years.
